The Do¬ 
minion Express Company was Incor¬ 
porated in 1S73, but it was in 1S82 
that Mr. Van Horne, then president 
of the C.P.R., took It over ns an oper¬ 
ating part of the Canadian Pacific 
Hallway. H. 0. A. Kirkpatrick, later 
Sir George Kirkpatrick, Lt.-Oov. of 
Ontario, was Its president, and Mr. 
\V. S. Stout, n young but thoroughly 
experienced express man became Its 
superintendent. Mr. Stout Is today 
president and has for many years 
guided its fortunes In that capacity.

Noted Writer and Parliamentarian 
Talks of Friendshiph With Syr 
Wilfrid Laurier 

The Right Honorable Sir Gilbert 
Parker, who at present is making one 
of hls frequent visits to his nut he 
land, made his only public appearance 
on this trip at Muskoka Assembly, the 
Canadian Chautauqua, recently. A 
large audience gathered from various 
points on the lakes and listened to a 
delightful series of personal remin¬ 
iscences which he gathered under ttie 
title, ’ Forty-one Years After.” 

Ills address dealt largely with pub 
lie men with whom he bad been 
biought Into contact. Speaking or Sir 
Wilfrid l.aurler and the French-Cann 
dlan, he said: 

"It is a good thing to have long 
enough to prove that apart from 
literature, one loves one's country, Is 
a patriot, and lias no fear. I remem¬ 
ber a speech I delivered in Toronto 
well over twenty years ago at m> own 
university. 1 had Just come back 
from Quebec and I said then, what 1 
repeat now, that, while the French- 
('anadlan did not share sympathetical¬ 
ly In our imperial commitments and 
responsibilities, lie was loyal to the 
soil as any l\ E. loyalist In this U. E. 
Loyalist district, it must not be for¬ 
gotten that twice since 1759 the 
Frcneh-Canadlan lias saved Canada 
for the British flag. It must not he 
forgotten that the second most popu¬ 
lar prime minister Canada ever had. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, was a French 
Canadian. llad 1 lived in Canada I 
should have been opposed to Sir Wil¬ 
frid Laurier politically, but we were 
close and Intimate friends, stayed with 
him in his house six times, I crossed 
the continent with him once. And 
what was the basis of our friendship? 
He believed that 1 put the French- 
('anadlan In hls true light before the 
world. 1 attacked him In 1911 in the 
British House of Commons, over the 
reciprocity proposal with the United 
States. I said I believed he would 
be driven from power, and that he 
would never receive the prime minis¬ 
tership again. 1 said to myself: 
“That ends me with Laurier." It 
didn't. When he heard I was coming 
to Canada again, he cabled me and 
asked me to stay with him, which 1 
did.”

"That is going very far,” lie ex¬ 
claimed. "for a country which is out¬ 
side the league.

It was 
just a matter of deciding how the bur¬ 
den should be born**, said Sii* Henry. 

Kir Henry said he realized there 
was dissatisfaction and even discon¬ 
tent in the Maritimes, and lit* bud 
devoted much anxious thought to tlie 
problem. 

“If we admit, and I have felt it 
for a long time, that it is in (lie in- 
i Ideals of Hit* Maritimes and the Do¬ 


minion as a, whole, that something 
must In* doue, and done speedily, to 
assist the Maritimes lo slum* in the 
growing prosperity of the Dominion, 
then the problem is to find Hie 
means," the president pursued. 

Sir Henry suggested two alterna¬ 
tives for meeting Maritime problems, 
both of which he felt were open to 
objections. Tho first was reduced 
rates, and lie explained how this 
would affect tin* rate allucllire ol the 
entire country and probably of the 
whole North American continent. 
The other alternative was for ilia 
government to grant a subsidy, but 
if the principles of a free* lunch coun¬ 
ter wort* established everyone would 
want to come to it. One suggestion 
which had some advantages and no 
disadvantages, he said, was that 
there should be established between 
the railway management and Maritime 
industries a cloter contucl than exist¬ 
ed at present.
